Mackie had a career-high 20 kills and added nine 
blocks to lead the game.

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CSULB discusses Islamic State 


CSULB political science lecturer Nathan Gonzalez discussed the current 
state of U.S. intervention in Syria and Iraq.

The Islamic State in Iraq and Syria 
(ISIS), a terrorist organization known 
for carrying out public executions, cru- 
cifixions and other barbaric acts, has 
seized large swaths of territory in Iraq 
and Syria in its attempt to establish an 
Islamic state. 

Professor Nathan Gonzalez is a politi- 
cal scientist specializing on the Middle 
East. He has published two books: “The 
Sunni-Shia Conflict: Understanding 
Sectarian Violence in the Middle East” 
and “Engaging Iran: The Rise of a Mid- 
dle East Powerhouse and America’s Stra- 
tegic Choice.” He is a part-time lecturer 
in the Political Science and International 
Studies departments and a Fellow with 
the Truman National Security Project. 


ISIS militants have carved a large 

Qiac of territory by toppling town 
after town in Syria and Iraq. They’ve de- 
veloped remarkably formidable military 
capabilities and have used these to ruth- 
lessly conquer territory across the Middle 
East. How did this organization originate 
and evolve into what it is today? 
Nathan Gonzalez: ISIS came out of the 
remnants of the group we called al-Qa- 
eda in Iraq (AQT). Like AQI, ISIS came 
into being because of a power vacuum 
of a civil war, in AQI’s case the civil 
war in Iraq, and in ISIS’ case the one in 
Syria. ISIS was able to grow quickly for 
two main reasons: First, it captured oil 
fields in Syria relatively early, which al- 
lowed it to self-fund. Second, the Syrian 
regime did not directly target ISIS much 
initially, not in the way that it was target- 
ing the more moderate rebel forces. This 
gave ISIS breathing room and a chance 
to grow. Now ISIS controls about a third 
of Syria. 


What are ISIS’ short term and long- 

term objectives? 
NG: Like al-Qaeda in Iraq, ISIS’s goal is 
to hold ground in the heart of the Mid- 
dle East and create a viable Sunni state 
there. They also see themselves as being 
in the middle of a sectarian war against 
Iranian backed Shiites in Iraq, Syria, and 
Lebanon. In this sense they are very dif- 


ferent from the al-Qaeda organization 
that Osama bin Laden built, which was 
much more interested in fighting super- 
powers through symbolic acts of terror- 
ism, especially outside the Middle East. 
And in fact al-Qaeda Central, which is 
now based in Pakistan, has rebuked both 
AQI and ISIS at some point. 


; How do you think our previous 
military engagements in Iraq and 
Afghanistan have influenced President 
Obama’s calculus of whether to engage 
militarily with ISIS? 
NG: The great tragedy, as I see it, is that 
we’ve been overcorrecting for our mis- 
takes in Iraq and Afghanistan. If Iraq’s 
problems started because we invaded 
in 2003, they got worse when we pulled 
out troops and refused to act in Syria in 
2011. In this sense both President Bush 
and President Obama have been wrong, 
but they were wrong for opposite rea- 
sons. The real challenge for the Obama 
administration will be to abandon its un- 
willingness to get involved in the Middle 
East, given that it is politically difficult 
to get involved after so many years of 
war. 


(Ce rane analysts seem to agree that 
it will be difficult, if not impossible, 


to beat ISIS. without using ground trogps.--: 


Although President Obama appears to 
have taken this option off the table, do 
you think it is likely that any members 
of the coalition might step in and do so? 

NG: Currently the only viable ground 
troops are moderate Syrian rebels, 
Kurds, the Iraqi military, and the Syr- 
ian regime. These entities are either very 
weak or politically problematié forthe 
United States, or both. The Untied States 
is hoping to build up forces over a long 
period of time while helping hold ISIS 
back through air strikes as much as pos- 
sible. For that reason the administration 
has been offering a fairly long time line 
for success. It may be necessary for the 
United States to send ground troops at 
some point, although it is hard to imagine 
a viable exit strategy if there has been no 
political solution in both Syria and Iraq, 
which is asking for a lot. For historical 
reasons the idea of Arab and/or Turkish 
forces from other countries deploying in 
Syria or Iraq is out of the question, in my 
view. For these reasons the region might 


be looking at a long conflict. And even 
after ISIS is defeated, the core political 
problems that gave rise to it will remain. 


What is the state of minorities and 

women under the rule of ISIS cur- 
rently? 
NG: It’s hard to imagine it being worse. 
ISIS systematically uses rape as a weap- 
on of war, and it targets Shiites and other 
minorities for execution, via organized 
campaigns as well as by setting up check 
points for the purpose of weeding out 
non-Sunnis. 


What do you think the chances are 

Q:: enlisting the help of Sunnis in 
Iraq to deny ISIS refuge and to cooper- 
ate with our coalition? 
NG: The situation would have to change 
on the ground so that they feel safe 
enough to do so. So far their choice, as 
they see it, has been ISIS or the Iranian- 
backed Shiite government in Iraq. Many 
have chosen ISIS. 


The Iraqi army has 250,000 troops, 

plus armed police, as compared 
to ISIS’ 10,000-35,000 strong fighting 
force, according to the CIA. The Iraqi 
military also has tanks, airplanes, and 
helicopters. Given all the billions of dol- 
Jars and millions of man-hours in train- 
ing that we have spent trying to bolster 
the capabilities of the Iraqi army, why 


have they still proven to be so ineffective . 


at combating ISIS? 

NG: The problem is related to morale, 
training and cohesion. The Iraqi mili- 
tary is simply not as motivated and as 


cohesive as ISIS is..ISIS-has a. sense of | = 
purpose and’ enjoys a better, less cor- 


rupt command structure. In Iraq sectar- 
ian divisions have plagued the military 
and even among Shiites there have been 
divisions relating to the political future 
of Iraq, including the role of Iran, with 
whom the previous prime minister was 
very close. 


Do you expect ISIS’ control over 

this region to become a long-term 
strategic setback that the U.S. will have 
to battle for decades? 
NG: I think ISIS as a group can cease to 
exist, but the problem that ISIS repre- 
sents—the endemic sectarianism—will 
remain for the foreseeable future. 


Middle East expert Juan Cole 
to speak about ISIL 


Juan Ricardo Cole will be on campus to dis- 
cuss the Islamic State of Iraq and Levant.

Middle Eastern expert Juan Ricardo Cole will speak about the Islamic State 
of Iraq and Levant ISIL at Cal State University Long Beach in the University 
Student Union’s Beach Auditorium on Oct. 16 at 12:15 p.m. according to a 
press release. 

“I think that obviously the U.S. has gotten very seriously involved in this 
crisis, so people should know the details,” Cole said. 

Cole is the Richard P. Mitchell Collegiate Professor of History at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and has appeared as a guest on “ABC Nightly News,” “Ander- 
son Cooper 360,” “Nightline,” and other shows as an expert on the Middle East 
and South Asia, according to a press release. 

During his studies at Northwestern University from which he gradu- 
ated in 1975, Cole traveled to Middle Eastern countries such as Leba- 
non, Syria, Turkey, Iran and India. He earned his master’s degree 
at the American University in Cairo’s Center for Arabic Studies in 1978, ac- 
cording to his blog. 

At Northwestern, Cole studied the Qur’an, the life of the Prophet and early 
Islam, Abbasid poetry, the history of Sufi orders, Muslim jurisprudence and 
modern history, with many of the texts Arabic primary sources, according to 
his blog. 

He lived in various parts of the Muslim World for 10 years, and still travels 
there regularly, according to his biography. Cole also lived in Baghdad for 18 
months, and he visited Turkey this past August. 

While in Turkey, Cole saw the area where there were refugees due to the 
current situation in the region. Although Cole said Turkey’s economic progress 
is very clean, he said that he is “worried what will happen to them.”

jihadist state in Iraq and Syria. The group originally aimed to establish the Is- 
lamic State in Iraq and then expanded after its involvement in Syria’s civil war. 

“Now the U.S. is pressuring them [Turkey] to get involved in war fighting, 
so it makes me nervous,” Cole said. 

During his early. stages of life, Cole’s travels from regions of Africa to the 
Middle East sparked his interest in Islam and Arabic studies according to his 
blog. 

Cole began as the modern Middle East historian at the University of Michi- 
gan in 1984. 

From 1999 through 2004, Cole was chosen as the editor-in-chief of Inter- 
national Journal of Middle East Studies, published by Cambridge University 
Press. : 

Cole’s most recent work is “The New Arabs: How the Millennial Generation 
is Changing the Middle East,” which was just published in July. He will be 
visiting CSULB and CSU Northridge as part of the tour. 

Cole is also the author of “Engaging the Muslim World” and “Napoleon’s 
Egypt: Invading the Middle East.” 

Currently, Cole writes the weblog “Informed Comment: Thoughts on the 
Middle East, History and Religion,” which has thousands of followers. 

Cole said he hopes to bring insight about the current situation in the Middle 
East during the talk on Oct. 16. 

“Well, I think [students] will take away a better understanding of a real crisis 
that the U.S. is getting deep involved in,” Cole said.

any of its four sides. The 
tents will be 20 square feet in 
size and be both fire and water-resistant. 

Stickney said that the project’s cost is approxi- 
mately $180,000 and is being funded through 49er 
Shops. Upon its completion, the finished project 
will consist of six awnings, four in the area in front 
of the bookstore and two more on the stairs be- 
tween the University Dining Plaza and the Book- 
store. 

Larry Erickson from Erickson Enterprises has 
been doing business on the CSULB campus for 15 
years selling hats and sunglasses.

Preview: Corporate money in political 


A documentary explores 
the influences of big mon- 
ey in American democracy.

The Cal State University Long Beach College 
Democrats club will host a screening of “Pay to 
Play” on Thursday in the University Theater. 

“Pay to Play” is a documentary about the cor- 
ruption of big corporate money funding political 
campaigns and the effect that has on the American 
democratic system, according to a press release. 

John Ennis, writer and director of the film, said 
that although America has a good democratic sys- 
tem, he wonders if it is still working to serve the 
people. 

The documentary explores the idea of the “pay 
to play” concept, which argues that in order to 
have a valuable say in the political system, on 
must pay large amounts of money. E 

In the film, Surya Yalamanchili tries to run 


for Ohio state congressman in 2010 without us- 
ing any donations from big businesses. He raises 
more donations from individual voters than his 
opponent Jean Schmidt, but had less donations 
because Schmidt accepted corporate donations. 
Yalamanchili lost the race, with only 35 percent of 
the votes, according to the documentary. 

Abigail Mejia, CSULB College Democrats 
president and political science senior, said she 
wanted the club to host this screening because it is 
important for students to know what is happening 
in political campaigns. 

“All our voices are not being represented be- 
cause big money gets all of the attention of public 
officials,” Mejia said. 

The film covers aspects of how the American 
political system is set up, and how money influ- 
ences elections, Mejia said. 

“We want every voice to be represented, no 
matter what financial level,” Mejia said. “That is 
the foundation of democracy and equality in this 
nation.” 

Nestor Moto, Long Beach State Collage Repub- 
licans (LBSCR) president and accounting junior, 
said that he agrees that the “pay to play” system is 
in place and is not the best, but it takes money to 
run a successful campaign. 


“One thing we don’t hear about in the media 
or from the democrats is how [democrats] use big 
money for campaigns too,” Moto said. “They’re 
against big companies, but they use them too.” 

Mejia said that campaign financing is some- 
thing everyone running in a political race needs 
to do. 

“But we must question why these corporations 
are funding these campaigns,” Mejia said. “What 
is their motive?” 

Moto said he thinks that although this system is 
flawed, it is not a “big issue.” He said the LBSCR 
are more concerned with voter turnout for this 
year’s elections. 

“In the end, the ones that ultimately decide 
things are the voters, not the money,” Moto said. 

Cyndy Fowler, the chairman of Yes We Can, 
the organization that created the film “Pay to 
Play,” said the organization wanted to screen the 
documentary on campus as a way to “build stu- 
dent awareness on the issue” and thereby motivate 
them to register to vote. 

“Our representatives are less interested in pro- 
moting the good of the many and instead promote 
the good of the few — those with money and power 
to wield,” Fowler said. “This film is especially 
necessary because the problem is never discussed

by the corporate media, since they profit from the 
unlimited money spent on elections.” 

Campaign money “doesn’t” work that way. 
There is corporate money going into political rac- 
es, but donors “should not” expect to be paid back 
for what they give to candidates, Moto said 

Moto said, “I mean, it’s a donation.” He said 
that it takes a lot of money to run a successful 
campaign and run commercials. He said that it is 
“simply necessary.” 

This film suggests that to break the cycle of 
“nay to play,” America must get someone into of- 
fice who is not there “as a business expense.” 

Adam Winkler, University of California, Los 
Angeles law professor, said in the documentary 
that big money does fundamentally have a role in 
our government. 

“The idea that corporations are going to take 
over American politics, that’s nonsense,” Win- 
kler said. “Corporations have already taken over 
American politics.”

es, Ebola has hit America. This 

week, a man in Dallas died as a 

result of becoming contaminated 

with Ebola, prompting 

authorities to quarantine as many 
as 100 people who may have had contact with 
him. And although Ebola itself is not highly 
contagious (NPR reports that.it only spreads 
to an average of 1.5 to 2 people per infected 
individual), the panic resulting from its 
spread to America is. 

Thus far, the Ebola virus has killed 3,439 
people in four West African countries, 
according to the World Health Organization, 
forcing the international community to 
scramble to develop a response. However, 
dozens of far deadlier, more contagious and 
preventable diseases pose a greater threat to 
global health than Ebola. 

The Harvard School of Public Health 
conducted a survey back in August and 
found that nearly 40 percent of Americans 
are concerned that a full-on outbreak of 
Ebola will devastate America within the 
next year. But are these fears justified? No, 
and diverting attention from other more 
common, preventable diseases in order to 
fight Ebola could have even more devastating 
consequences. 

Dr. Eugene Beresin, collaborating on a piece 
with Dr. Steve Schlozman for Psychology 
Today, explained that fear of disease is a 
natural response, but it needs to be tempered 
with information. “Germs, especially new 
germs, are scary,” they wrote. “We have a long 
and probably evolutionarily derived tendency 
to fear disease, and when new ones rear their 
heads, we get a bit shaken up.” However, we 
have succumbed to this natural response, 
which has led to “classical mass hysteria.” 

They even describe this tendency to freak 
out in evolutionary terms: “Catastrophic 
thinking is in fact a defense against the 
worst possible scenario. None of us wants to 
be caught unprepared should things really, 
however unlikely, go south.” 

Despite this natural reaction to panic over 
Ebola, especially with all of its incessant 
media coverage, other diseases pose a far 
greater threat to global health. 
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For example, diarrhea is a fully preventable 
condition, yet it takes the lives of about 1.5 
million children each year, which amounts 
to more than malaria, AIDS and measles 
combined, according to the World Health 
Organization and UNICEF. NPR reported 
that in Uganda alone, diarrhea kills 19,700 
children per year. 

“Inexpensive and effective treatments for 
diarrhea exist, but in developing countries 
only 39 percent of children with diarrhea 
receive the recommended treatment,” Ann 
Veneman, the head of UNICEF, said in a 2009 
report. 

Additionally, Ebola pales in comparison to 
the H1N1 swine flu, which killed more than 
284,000 in 2009 and 2010, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 

In comparison to other deadly diseases, 
Ebola isn’t anywhere near as contagious as 
diseases such as tuberculosis, which can be 
spread through the air. Ebola is only spread 
through direct contact with bodily fluids, 
which includes, but is not limited to, urine, 
saliva, sweat, feces, vomit and breast milk. 
When these bodily fluids come into contact 
with broken skin or mucous membranes in 
the eyes, nose or mouth, then an individual 
is likely to become infected; it is not spread 
through the air or by water. 

It’s impact so far does not even come close 
to malaria, which killed 1,725 people and 
sickened more than 1.4 million in 2012 in 
Liberia alone. 

Thus far, only one American has died after 
contracting Ebola, yet 600,000 people die 
each year from heart disease. That equates 
to one out of every four deaths in the U.S. 
Additionally, smoking cigarettes causes over 
480,000 deaths annually in the U.S. from 
smoking cigarettes. 

Calm down, America - only one person 
has been diagnosed with Ebola thus far, and 
the disease can only be transmitted through 
bodily fluids as opposed to the air; unless 
you are sharing a soda with someone who 
has Ebola, your chances of catching it are 
really slim to none. The only epidemic worth 
reporting in America at this point is the 
outbreak of panic.

Kobani: a small Syrian border town 
is defining the war so far 


rior to this week, 

Kobani was a relatively 

unimportant and unheard 

of town to the rest of the 

world, resting between 
the Syrian-Turkish border and 
serving as home to around 50,000 
Syrian Kurds. Yet it gained new 
significance to the rest of the world 
as a symbolic representation of the 
U.S. led coalition’s fight against the 
Islamic State. Its close proximity to 
the Turkish border means that for the 
first time journalists are able to get a 
first hand view on what is happening 
in the war against the Islamic State. 

CENTCOM (the U.S. military 

central command) announced on 
Tuesday that the United States, Saudi 


Arabia and the United Arab Emirates . 


had conducted bombing raids 
directed at preventing the IS from 
conquering Kobani. Despite their 
efforts, the bombings have proven 
ineffective.

to deploy troops. This is because 
the main Kurdish fighting force 
in Kobani known as the People’s 
Protection Units, or YPG, are 
believed to be connected to the 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, also 
known as the PKK, which is classified 
as a terrorist organization by both 
Turkey and the United States. 

The PKK waged a bloody, 30-year 
war against the Turks beginning 
in 1984 and ending in 2013, after 
PKK leaders called a ceasefire so 
they could send fighters to northern 


Iraq to battle IS. In addition, NATO 
commanders have refused Turkey’s 
demands to establish a no-fly zone 
over northern Syria and to create a 
buffer zone along the border both due 
to its enormous cost and questionable 
international legality. 

At this point, Turkey doesn’t feel 
it owes anybody any favors. They are 
content to set up tanks and troops 
along the border, ensuring that the 
violence doesn’t spill over, and to 
watch and wait. 

Representatives from the Pentagon 
have attempted to reassure the public 


there’s a lot of horrible in Iraq 

and Syria.” Thus far, over 200,000 
Kurdish refugees have fled from other 
nearby villages into Turkey, an event 
that largely went unnoticed by the 
rest of the world. 

Kobani’s fall will mean that the 
Islamic State will gain control of 
approximately one fifth of the Syrian- 
Turkish border, but that doesn’t mean 
IS fighters will be able to walk or 
move supplies in and out of Turkey. 
Turkey boasts the seventh largest 
military in the world and has the 
fourteenth largest defense budget, it 


is perfectly capable of defending itself 
against an attack. Essentially, for IS, 
Kobani represents the furthest north 
they can effectively go at this point. It 
has no overall strategic significance 
in the fight against the U.S. led 
coalition. 

Yet, the Obama administration is 
forgetting that fighting a prolonged 
war like this isn’t just about focusing 
exclusively on one objective. Ina 
democratic nation such as the United 
States, public opinion matters, and 
citizens of democratic nations are 
impatient for results when it comes 
to fighting. 

If Kobani falls and the world is 
watching, Obama’s entire strategy 
will be called in to question. The 
effectiveness of the coalition will 
be scrutinized and a war fought by 
fighter jets and drones may soon have 
to escalate to boots on the ground 
to appease the public opinion if IS 
fighters can still make tactical gains 
in the face of an aerial bombardment. 

Kobani may not be a strategic 
loss for coalition forces, but it is a 
symbolic defeat to the rest of the 
world.

SPAIN 
HURTS 


Last Tuesday, social media went crazy in 
Spain with a hashtag: #SalvemosaExcalibur 
(Let’s save Excalibur). Though hashtags 
on Twitter are usually reserved for jokes, 
games or light-hearted topics, this one was 
not. They were demanding justice for Ex- 
calibur, Teresa Romero’s dog. Romero is the 
nurse from Hospital Carlos III-La Paz who 
was infected with Ebola and was the first 
case of contagion in Spain. The government 
of Madrid had announced that same day its 
intention to put down the dog, since it could 
be a cause of further infections. It must be 
pointed out that specialists don’t know if 
dogs can contract and transmit Ebola and 
that this one in particular didn’t undergo 
any testing. 

God blessed Excalibur drew every- 
one’s attention. Associations in defense of 
animal rights protested at the nurse’s house. 
Romero’s husband, Javier Limon, uploaded 
a video from the hospital defending the 
good health of his dog. The government of 
Madrid didn’t make any statement, but got 
the court order to enter the nurse’s house 
and leave with the animal in their hands. 

{To put it down or not to put it down? 

. Every bar in Spain held the same discus- 
sion. International media, even American 
media, reproduced Excalibur’s struggle. 
And not everyone is aware of the sad, big- 
ger picture. 

In the worst Ebola outbreak since the one 
in Democratic Republic of Congo in 2007, 
Mariano Rajoy’s government is taking 
shots in the dark. From the moment it was 
decided to repatriate the two first Spaniards 
infected with Ebola, associations of sanitary 
personnel have denounced that Spain is 
not ready to treat the disease. Doctors and 
nurses didn’t have enough suits to protect 
themselves. Emergency protocols were non- 
existent. They didn’t even receive instruc- 
tions over how to treat patients or what to 
do with their disposals. The driver of the 
ambulance that moved Miguel Pajares, one 
of the patients, wasn’t provided with a suit 
at all. And the long list of irregularities 
continues, only to prove this government’s 
improvisation and lack of seriousness in 
dealing with the situation. 

In response to the diagnosis of Ebola, 
Ana Mato, minister for Public Health, held 
a press conference. She has come under se- 
rious fire lately by critics who argue that she 
negligently ignored warnings from health 
workers about inadequate safety measures. 
A couple of days later, incapable of assum- 
ing any kind of responsibility, the secretary 
for Public Health in Madrid blamed the 
nurse for “lying” to his doctor about having 
contact with the virus. 

And last but not least, on Oct. 10, Presi- 
dent Mariano Rajoy visited Hospital Carlos 
III-La Paz, where Teresa Romero remains 
hospitalized. As per usual, he didn’t make 
a statement, not even when a group of sani- 
tary personnel received him at the entrance 
of the hospital throwing latex gloves at him. 
Instead, he found time to tweet about it. 

In Spain we have this saying: “Dead the 
dog, dead the rabies.” In this case (and I’m 
sorry, Excalibur), the rabies is still not dead. 
In any other place, it would be inconceiv- 
able that a government with this history 
of corruption scandals, attack on public 
services and complete lack of social aware- 
ness would still remain in office. According 
to reports of the World Health Organization, 
more than 8,000 people in Guinea, Sierra 
Leone, Nigeria, Liberia and Senegal have 
contracted the disease since March. There 
are more than 3,800 mortal victims. And 
we're still letting this government impro- 
vise? For how long? 

As Miguel de Unamuno once said, Spain 
hurts. 
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Civil asset forfeiture equates to highway robbery 


ere’s a bright idea for 
combating crime: how about 
we allow law enforcement 


and prosecutors to seize cars, 


boats, houses, cash and other property 
from individuals without convicting, let 
alone charging, them with any crime. 
We'll place the burden of proof on the 
private citizens whose assets were seized 
and require them to appear before 

court to try to win back their property; 
then, we'll allow law enforcement and 
prosecutors to sell the property and keep 
the profits for their departments. 

What could possibly go wrong? 

Hopefully, you've sensed my 
sarcasm by now. This practice, known 
as civil asset forfeiture, has spawned 
rampant corruption in cash-strapped 
municipalities throughout the entire 
nation by allowing police departments 
and prosecutorial offices to commit 
legally sanctioned highway robbery. 

One of the worst cases for civil asset 
forfeiture is that of the Sourovelis family 
in Philadelphia, a city that is notorious 
for this affront to our civil liberties. In 
May, authorities busted the family’s son 
for selling $40 of marijuana outside of 
the house; however, the police seized 
the family’s house in civil forfeiture 
proceedings. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer reported 
that Mr. and Mrs. Sourovelis and their 
children became homeless for a week, 
which forced them to couch surf with 
family. With no other options, the 
parents were coerced into signing a 
document that would allow them and 
their two daughters to return home, 
but only after waiving their right to 
legally challenge this forfeiture in the 
future. 


Philadelphia’s forfeiture racket is 
unparalleled in terms of its scope. 
According to asset 
forfeiture reports from the 
state Attorney General’s 
Office spanning from 
2002 through 2012, the 
Philadelphia District 
Attorney’s Office has seized 
approximately $6 million 
in cash and property each 
year. During this time 
period, the Philadelphia 
District Attorney’s Office 
collected more than $64 
million in revenue by 
seizing over 1,000 homes, 
3,200 vehicles and more 
than $44 million in cash 
from private citizens. 
Close to 40 percent of 
these funds were then 
used to pay the salaries 
of law enforcement and 
prosecutors. 

Frederic Bastiat, 

a French political 
philosopher, asserted 

that the purpose of 
government is to secure 
for individuals their 

rights to life, liberty and 
property. However, he 
noted that governmental 
officials all too often 
exploit the mechanisms 

of government, especially the ability to 
coerce the citizenry for the purposes of 
“Tegal plunder.” Nowhere is this more 
apparent than in the case of civil asset 
forfeiture. 

Although this legal practice has 
been used to some degree ever since

our nation’s founding, it remained 
obscure and seldom used for the vast 
majority of American history. However, 
that all changed when Congress 
expanded forfeiture powers with the 
Comprehensive Crime Control Act, 
allowing federal law enforcement to seize 


money and goods from organized-crime 
bosses and drug lords during the “War 
on Drugs” in the 1980s. 
Smelling opportunity, 
states immediately began 

to craft their own civil 

asset forfeiture laws, which 
eventually ventured further 
and further away from 
being used to confiscate 

the property of high-level 
drug suppliers towards 
harassing low-level drug 
users. 

It amounts to seizing 
property from someone 
on suspicion that the 
property was used, 
or will be used, as an 
instrument to commit 
acrime in the future. 
Instead of charging 
the individual with a 
crime, waiting for a 
conviction and then 
seizing the property, 
officers can simply seize 
the property under 

civil law and require 
that the owner prove 
that the property 
was not used for the 
commission of a crime. 
The standard used to 
determine the legality 
of the civil forfeiture 
is “preponderance of the evidence” (a 
probability that translates to “more likely 
than not,” or roughly 51 percent). 

Since its inception, the use of civil 
asset forfeiture laws to steal money from 
the public has spun more and more 
out of control. According to the New 


MCT 


Yorker, revenue gained from forfeiture 
cases skyrocketed from $27 million 
dollars in 1985 to $506 million in 1993 
at the Justice Department. Last year 
was a record: the proceeds gained from 
forfeiture amounted to a record $4.2 
billion. 

The Washington Post issued a report 
last month using data provided by the 
Justice Department; it detailed that since 
9/11, federal, state and local authorities 
have seized over $2.5 billion in cash 
without a warrant through this program. 
Only one out of every six seizures was 
challenged in court by the owner. Out of 
those, 40 percent of the appeals dragged 
on for over a year, demonstrating why 
many citizens would simply rather take 
the financial hit than battle it out in 
court. 

Thankfully, Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) 
proposed a bill that would raise the 
standard of proof required for the 
government to seize property in civil 
forfeiture proceedings. Instead of the 
low standard of “preponderance of 
the evidence,” the bill would raise the 
legal hurdle to “clear and convincing 
evidence.” Additionally, it would divert 
the seized funds from the Department 
of Justice to the General Fund of the 
Treasury to eliminate the profit incentive 
that often corrupts local law enforcement 
departments. 

The practice of civil asset forfeiture 
affronts our universal sense of 
justice. Eliminating it once and for all 
needs to be a national priority, and 
remaining complicit any longer while 
law enforcement fills their coffers by 
committing highway robbery will only 
allow this blatant legal plunder to carry 
on.

A scene in which Maddie 
Culpepper (Justine Lupe), 
daughter of Trent Culpepper 
(Sam McMurray) head of the 
law firm mistakes Cristela 
as a janitor, is a perfect ex- 
ample of this. 

The joke is not as comical 
as it appears to be and is of- 


ten overused for those famil- 
iar with the misrepresenta- 
tion of social classes merely 
base on appearance. 

Although the stereotypes 
are intended to be comedic, 
the jokes are nothing we 
haven’t heard before. 

A recent study from Co- 
lumbia University, called 
“The Latino Media Gap: A 
Report on the State of Lati- 
nos in U.S. Media,” says that 
not only are there very little 
Latino leading actors today, 
but that they are also being 
misrepresenfed in the media. 

A -recent example that 
comes to mind is Sofia Verg- 
ara’s acting in ABC’s “Mod- 
ern Family,” which has been 
criticized as being too over 
the top, and perpetuating a 
Latina stereotype. 

Alonzo attempts to break

The character of Cristela 
constantly needs approval 
from her family and her 
boss, as if it would be too 
much to“ask to see a’woman 
who is successful without 
question. p 

Alonzo has been given an 
excellent platform by ABC 
to represent Latinos in the 
best possible light. 

The sitcom could still 
have a nice run, but only if 
“Cristela” moves past the 
overused jokes and clichéd 
characters.

Head Coach Mauricio 
Ingrassio blames a 
weekend of playing 
tired on a tough travel 
schedule.

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team played two double-overtime 
draws over the weekend: the first was at 
Cal State Fullerton Thursday night, and 
the second was against UC Irvine Sun- 
day night at George Allen Field. 

The 49ers (5-5-5, 1-1-1) conceded a 
goal in the 24th minute to UCI (4-6-3, 
0-1-1 Big West) on a shot from forward 
Laura McGrail that curled inside the 
top right post over the outstretched 
hand of 49ers’ goalkeeper Ashton McK- 
eown. 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia said 
his team played tired for most of the 
first half of the game, and he attributed 
that to a tough travel schedule. 

“Look at the schedule,” Ingrassia 
said. “Irvine’s played one game in about 
two weeks. We've played four in about 
nine days. That’s what that first half 
was.” 

The 49ers were able to equalize in the 
67th minute after they were awarded 
a free kick just outside the box. Fresh- 
man midfielder Jessica Vincent’s curl- 
ing shot fooled Irvine’s goalkeeper Jenn 
Randazzo, freezing her on her feet. 

Playing their second consecu- 
tive double overtime game, Ingrassia 
praised his team’s second half effort.

The Long Beach State men’s water polo
